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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an application 
filed in Canada on July 26, 2002. It is noted, however, that applicant has not filed a certified 
copy of the Canadian application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 2, 6 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent no. 3,784,124 to Shumate et al. 

Shumate discloses fishing reel, comprising: a body 60 with a circular spool receiving 
cavity having a peripheral sidewall, an annular spool supporting surface 66 which defines a 
central opening, and at least one line feed channel 62 through the peripheral sidewall; an annular 
spool (48, 50, 52) positioned within the spool receiving cavity and supported by the spool 
supporting surface 66, the spool having a circumferential line receiving cavity, the spool having 
a circumferential line receiving cavity, the line receiving cavity being closed by the peripheral 
sidewall of the spool receiving cavity (see figure 4); means 56 for rotating the spool; means 54 
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for retaining the spool in the spool receiving cavity; means 44 for braking the rotation of the 
spool; and means 58 for attaching the body to a fishing rod 70. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-5 and 7-11 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 13-17 allowed are allowed over the prior art of record. Claim 13 is allowable 
over the prior art of record because the prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest the 
entire combination of elements set forth including at least a portion of the peripheral sidewall of 
the spool receiving cavity being resiliently deformable and a three position spool locking lever 
on the body, lines 18-31.
